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1. The Greek Ministry of Foreign Affairs has so far refused to issue passports 
to representatives of the Greek Section of the Union Internationale Contre 


le Ragoisne. 


2. <Accordanply, on 26 Merch 1949, the Secretariat of the Greek Section sent a 
telegram, signed by Dicnysios Benotatos, laskaris and Athanassiou, to the 
Central International Comittee of ite organization in Paris. 


3, It is anticipated in Athens thet the Central International Comittee will 
bring the necessary pressure to bear on the Ministry of Foreign Affaira, as 
a result of which the Greek Section hopes the latter will iscue the passports. 
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
